The NHS says the teams else¬ 
where have shown to improve 
patient outcomes and prevent 
death by identifying vulnerable 
and possibly physically declining 
patients in the hospital. 

Without that intervention, some 
could end up in the ICU, or die. 

Christian points to another sce¬ 
nario, where there’s patient admit¬ 
ted to the hospital who then gets 
an infection or becomes sicker. 

Before they become critically ill, 
nursing-observed early warning 
signs prompt a team call-in to sta¬ 
bilize the person. 

He said education is another 
focus for the team. 

“A big mandate is to help sup¬ 
port the nurses on the ward," he 


said. "They will go around, when 
not seeing new (consultations) or 
following-up on patients, they’ll 
spend time working with the nurs- 

“They’ll help teach them, 
enhance their skills and support 
them in the work they’re doing,” he 
said. "This is particularly good for 
the new-grad nurses." 

The team will add a total of 14 
full and part-time critical care 
nurses. It will first be implemented 
at the St. Catharines Hospital, with 
the aim to roll it out to other NHS 

St. Catharines MPP Jim Bradley, 
who attended the media event, 
praised the team introduction. 

“This innovative approach to 
health care will benefit patients, 
family and staff,” Bradley said.

Vaccinations still best defence 
against childhood diseases 


Health Minister Rona Ambrose 
said it best: "Vaccinations are frank¬ 
ly miracles of modern medicine.” 

Robust public health and disease 
prevention depends as much on the 
bedrock science on which it rests, as 
on public education that maintains 
those breakthroughs for future gen¬ 
erations. 

Smoking, HIV/AIDS, childhood 
diseases, the flu. In each, science 
gave us the silver bullet to under¬ 
stand the issues, and public health 
education the muscle to extend 
those lessons into time. 

With that in mind, there have 
been few teachable moments on the 
merits of inoculations better than 
the debate now raging in North 
America, triggered by minor measles 
outbreaks on both sides of the bor- 

The most telling illustration 
sprang, ironically, from the 
Disneyland theme park in southern 
California, which bills itself as "the 
happiest place on Earth." Dozens of 
lab-confirmed cases of measles have 
been traced to the resort, a global 
tourism destination. If there’s an 


unvaccinated child or adult with a 
contagious disease at Disney, it’s an 
uncomfortably small world, after 
all. 

No one likes getting shots. They 
don’t always work, and there can be 
adverse reactions. 

Some people simply overlook 
them. That's forgetfulness, easily 
fixed. 

Others oppose them for religious 
reasons. That’s tougher. 

But also out there are skeptics 
who insist they know better than the 
scientists. Some cling to discredited 
research linking shots and autism; 
others, to conspiracy theories about 
Big Pharma. There’s no telling them 
they’re wrong, but we can say why 
they’re not right. 

Information compiled by the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention puts the issue in stark 
perspective: About one or two chil¬ 
dren out of every 1,000 infected with 
measles will die. But the measles 
vaccine is more than 90% effective. 

Enough said.

The NOTL Health 
Services Steering 
Committee continues to 
consult with residents on 
a wide range of issues 
related to health care 
delivery. A public infor¬ 
mation session was held 
in January and another 
one on Feb. 8. 

Regarding the expan¬ 
sion of NOTL Transit, staff 
has been directed to 
explore options to expand 
transit service in our com¬ 
munity. 

A report will come to 
the committee of the 
whole on May 4. Staff will 
also investigate direct 
routes to the St. Catharines 


Hospital site or the GO 
stations at Fairview Mall 
and in Niagara Falls. A 
report on that is slated to 
come to council in 
September. 

The Town's 2015 oper¬ 
ating and capital Budgets 
have been approved. We 
do face a number of fiscal 
and growth challenges 
this year, but council was 
able to keep the increase 
to the local tax levy to 
2.4% (the current 
Consumer Price Index) or 
roughly $22 on a typical 
property assessment of 
$401,738. 

Now that the budget 
has been passed, Town 
staff can take advantage 


of an early start and gain 
potential cost-savings on 
capital project tenders. 

For years, the land¬ 
scape and rock profile in 
certain areas of St. Davids 
have posed sanitary sewer 
problems for some 86 res¬ 
idents with grinder 
pumps. 

The Town launched a 
financial assistance pro¬ 
gram for those affected 
between August 2010 and 
August 2013, however, 
only 11 applications were 
received. Consequently, 
council has asked staff to 
review further options 
with a report expected 
back to council in 
September.

In 
addition to the more than 500 
provincial ministries, agen¬ 
cies, boards, corporations, 
tribunals and commissions, 
the new bill will add watch¬ 
dog duties over 443 munici¬ 
palities, 83 school boards and

The message at last 
week’s InfoHealth ses¬ 
sion: most eye problems 
are preventable. 

“Critical to prevention 
of eye disease or blind¬ 
ness is to have regular eye 
exams to screen forpoten- 
tial problems,” said 
Emerson Marinas, second 
year student at the 


McMaster University, 
Michael G. DeGroote 
School of Medicine, at the 
Niagara Regional 
Campus. 

Speaking at the recent 
InfoHealth presentation 
at the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Public Library, 
Marinas was supervised 
by Dr. Amber Sheikh, 
Chief of Ophthalmology 
at the Niagara Eye Centre 
in St Catharines, who 
obtained her postgradu¬ 
ate training at University 


of Saskatchewan. 

Sheikh emphasized, "... 
as we age there are a 
number of common eye 
diseases that if treated 
early can either be pre¬ 
vented or managed.” 

“To help us understand 
some of the functions of 
the eye, think of your eye 
as a camera,” Marinas 
said. 

“The cornea is like a 
windshield to provide 
protection. Every camera 
has a lens, as does the eye 


for focusing. The pupil, 
which widens and nar¬ 
rows for light or darkness, 
is the same as the aper¬ 
ture on a camera. The 
retina at the back of the 
eye acts like film to cap¬ 
ture images. Then to 
transfer the image to the 
brain is a cable called the 
optic nerve. Another 
important segment of the 
eye, when it comes to dis¬ 
ease, is the anterior 
chamber, filled with fluid, 
and acts like a room with 

Marinas spoke of risks, 
detection, and treatments 
for glaucoma, macular 
degeneration, cataract 
and diabetic retinopathy, 
four common eye diseas- 


Glaucoma is referred to 
as the “silent thief” when 
it comes to vision loss, he 
said. An increase in eye 
pressure progresses over 
time such that you don’t 
notice the damage until 
it’s significant. Signs of 
glaucoma are experienc¬ 
ing blind spots, then tun¬ 
nel vision, which pro¬ 
gresses to complete blind¬ 
ness. Easily treated, glau¬ 
coma can be managed, 
but only if detected dur¬ 
ing an eye examination in 
its early stage. 

Sheikh explained that 
one treatment for glauco¬ 
ma is with the use of eye 
drops. "While somewhat 
annoying, eye drops may 
soon be a thing of the past 
as there are studies being 


conducted so that the eye 
drop medication can be 
injected directly into the 

To describe macular 
degeneration Marinas 
used the image of a side¬ 
walk with cracks. 

adults over 50 years of age 
the retina can develop 
cracks, causing a blurry 
or twisted spot at the cen¬ 
ter of the field of vision. 
Another stage is when the 
cracks of the sidewalk 
have grass grow in them, 
which are blood vessels 
in the retina. 

Both stages are treat¬ 
able if caught early, he 
said.

the Canadian flag.” 

Sunday marked the 
half-century since 
Canada's new maple leaf 
national flag was raised 
for the first time on 
Parliament Hill. 

After a sometimes bit¬ 
ter national and parlia¬ 
mentary debate, it ulti¬ 
mately replaced the 
Canadian Red Ensign. 

The new flag was 
designed by George 
Stanley and chosen from 
three final choices pre¬ 
sented by a Prime 
Ministerial committee. 

In 1996, Feb. 15 was 
declared National Flag of 
Canada Day, and it has 
since been observed 
every year. 

Douglas Hilchey, vice- 
president of the Lincoln 
and Welland Regiment 
Assoc., was in the 
Canadian military and 
served under the old 
Canadian Ensign, with 
its British-flag back¬ 
ground. 

"A lot of the older peo¬ 
ple, the veterans who had 
fought in the Second 
World War found it very 
difficult to adapt to the 
new flag,” said Hilchey, a 
retired chief warrant offi- 

“They were disappoint¬ 
ed the flag they fought 
under, for their country 
and its freedom, was 
(changed) without any 
input into it from them. 

“But the younger peo¬ 
ple had no problem, in 
fact they embraced it.” 

Hilchey, 73, also served 
overseas for Canada 
under the red maple and 
its simple white borders. 

It wasn’t the one 
Hilchey would have cho¬ 
sen — he was partial to 
an option featuring three 
maple leaves. But he has 
since significantly 
warmed up to it. 

“We were proud to 
raise that flag, to wear 
that maple leaf on our 
shoulder,” he said. 

“I think it also makes 
us proud when we go 
someplace and people 
recognize it right away as 
the Canadian flag.”
